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EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE DISPOSITION: 


DEPUTY PATRICK NEAL ЖШ 
COMPTON STATION 


On March 19, 2004,Compton Station early morning Deputies Neal and Whittington 
received the assist on a “vandalism just occurred” call, near the intersection of Northwood 
Avenue and 156" Street. When the deputies arrived, they were flagged down by a female 
informant who gave a description of the suspects and the suspect's vehicle. The informant 
added that the suspects lived in the area and would probably return. 


Based on the nature of the information, Deputies Neal and Whittington decided to remain 
in the area. They parked their radio car on Northwood Avenue, approximately four houses 
north of 156" Street. The deputies were there for approximately five minutes when the 
saw the suspects pull up and stop their vehicle in the middle of the road in front of 

West 156" Street. Both suspects exited the vehicle. One suspect (later identified as 
тп Т the front passenger's seat carrying what appeared to be a golf 
club. Subject jumped over a small fence in front of the location and approached 
the residence. 


The deputies began to drive the short distance toward the residence and as they 
approached, they heard what sounded like glass shattering and then a gunshot. When the 
deputies exited their radio car they saw Subject jump back over the small fence 
while holding a small black handgun in his right hand. Sub jcc! MU Әф the deputies 
and pointed the gun in their direction. Deputy Neal perceived a deadly threat and fired 
three, 9mm rounds at Subject И striking him once in the left elbow. Subject 
HEE apparently tossed his pistol and surrendered. Subject 25 arrested 
without further incident and transported to Harbor/UCLA Medical Center. 


The second suspect, who stayed by the vehicle, was identified and arrested for vandalism 
without incident. A .25 caliber Beretta pistol was recovered from some bushes at the 
scene. 


On June 8, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a 


review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the 
committee were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms 
and Deadly Force; MMP 8 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force; and MMP $ 3-01/050.10: 
Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, MMP § 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MMP 8 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the 
force used by the deputy was reasonable and necessary and in compliance with 
Department policy. MMP 8 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee 
determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within 
Department Policy.

On Saturday, March 20, 2004, Sergeant John Cleary, along with Lieutenant Rickey Jennings of the 
Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Compton Station regarding a deputy-involved hit shooting. 
August 5, 2005, Sergeant Steve Flamm of the Internal Affairs Bureau was assigned as the lead 
investigator to accommodate transfers of IAB personnel. 


SYNOPSIS: 

On March 19, 2004 at approximately 2310 hours, Compton Station units received a radio call of a 
“594JO” (vandalism just occurred) near the intersection of Northwood Avenue and 156" Street. 
Deputies Patrick Neal and Steven Whittington (unit 285) arrived at the location and were flagged 
down by a female Black informant (NFD). She gave a description of the suspects and also a vehicle 
description. She told the deputies that the suspects lived in the neighborhood and that they would 
probably return to the location. Deputies Neal and Whittington remained in the area to see if the 
suspects would return. They parked their radio car in front of BS 
them to maintain a visual of Mw. 156" Street. 


While Deputies Neal and Whittington were conducting their surveillance of the location, they 
observed a dark Mitsubishi Mirage pull in front of the location and come to a stop. The vehicle 
remained in the middle of the road. Both of the occupants exited the vehicle. One of the occupants, 
later identified as Subject walked around the rear of the vehicle and into the 
yard of the location. gained entry into the yard by jumping over a small picket fence in 
front of the location. then broke out the driver's window of a vehicle that was parked in 
the driveway. me the location’s livingroom window, by utilizing a golf club 
which he held in his right hand. From their location, the deputies could hear the sound of breaking 
glass. The deputies drove to the location from their surveillance point, and heard what they believed 
to be a gunshot. 


As Deputies Neal and Whittington exited their radio car, they observed Subject across 
the front yard with a pistol in his right hand. As Subject MW tempted to flee, he pointed the 
firearm in the direction of the deputies. Deputy Neal, fearing for his safety as well as the safety of 
his partner, fired three rounds from his service weapon at the subject. Subject vas struck 


once in the left elbow. Subject iscarded a pistol which was subsequently recovered in 
a nearby hibiscus bush. Neal did not see discard the handgun. 


Subject г taken into custody without further incident. He was transported to U.C.L.A 
Harbor General Medical Center where he was treated for his injury. 


The second individual was identified as MB/19, 
He was transported to Compton Sheriff’s Station. Subject |25 caliber Beretta pistol was 
recovered at the scene. It was found to have one live round in the chamber. The pistols's magazine 


containing six live rounds was found in close proximity to the weapon. 
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No deputy personnel were injured in the incident. 


Deputy Wolak from the Force Training Unit and Deputy Scott Edge of the Civil Litigation Unit also 
responded to the incident. 


On July 19, 2005, Deputy District Attorney Christian Gullon reviewed the facts surrounding the 
shooting and opined that Deputy Neal acted in lawful self-defense and the defense of others. Refer 
to Miscellaneous Documents for District Attorney's letter of opinion.

Bl West 156th Street. Neal described the suspect vehicle as a small dark colored car with traffic 
collision damage to the driver's door. 


Neal saw the driver exit the vehicle and stand near the driver's door. The passenger also exited 
and jumped over the fence of EH. 156th Street. 
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He said the person that jumped the fence, later determined to be Subject ЕШ.

As Neal drove towards the location, he heard glass shatter and what sounded like one single 
gunshot. Neal asked his partner if he heard the gunshot.

He saw that Subject lwas holding a small black handgun in his right hand.

was on the south sidewalk of 156" Street. The subject was quickly walking east, away 
from the location. 


Subject т toward Neal and pointed the handgun in his direction. Neal 
said he was in fear for his life and his partner's life. In response to this, Neal discharged his 
firearm. He estimated that he fired approximately three to four rounds. Neal said he was the first 
to exit the radio car. He stated that as he was exiting his vehicle, he stood and fired over the door 
frame at the subject. 


Neal said that radio car's headlights were on and that Кылы К illuminated. Neal 
said that he had a clear view of the subject as he exited the yard of West 156th Street. He 
described the subject as a male Black, 5 feet 9 inches to 5 feet 11 inches tall, with a dark complexion. 
He was approximately 17 to 25 years of age. The subject was wearing dark clothes and a white T- 
shirt. Neal described the subject's handgun as a small caliber handgun, black in color. He believed 
the weapon was either a .25 or .32 caliber handgun. 


Neal said that after he discharged his weapon, he instructed Subject. lie down 
on the ground. Deputy Whittington approached the subject as Neal walked over to who he believed 


was the driver of the suspect vehicle, later determined to be Suspect АШ сс: 
ordered Suspect to lie on the ground face down. Neal said that Suspect 
the person he thought was the driver, was already out of the suspect vehicle 


car at the time of the shooting. 


Neal requested additional units to respond via Sheriffs radio. Suspect И: со, 
"You shot my partner." Neal said it was at this point that he realized he had struck the subject. 
Neal said that after he discharged his weapon, he did not see what happened to the suspect's gun. 


Neal said that he requested emergency personnel via his radio. He also advised that no deputies 
had been injured and that all suspects were accounted for at the location. 


STATEMENTS OBTAINED FROM CIVILIAN WITNESSES:

STATEMENTS OBTAINED FROM DEPUTY WITNESSES: 


Deputy Whittington, Steven 

Deputy Whittigton was working a uniformed patrol car (285/EM's) with his partner, Deputy 
Neal. They were assigned the assist to a vandalism just occurred call, which occurred on 
Clymar Avenue in the city of Compton. The handling unit of that call requested that they 
respond to the area of 156th Street and Northwood Avenue in Compton. They were told this 
incident stemmed from a previous call earlier in the evening and that it involved two feuding 
families. 


When Deputies Neal and Whittington arrived in the area of 156th Street and Northwood Avenue, 
they were flagged down by a female victim. This female victim told the deputies that fivc 
minutes prior to their arrival, two suspects had thrown a rock through her window. The suspects 
left the area in two separate vehicles. Both vehicles were black in color. Whittington said they 
advised the victim that they were going to park on Northwood Avenue and conduct surveillance of 
her residence. They told her they felt the suspects would probably return to the area. 


Whittington said they parked their vehicle along the west curb line of Northwood Avenue, facing 
south. Whittington said the radio car's lights were off and that they positioned themselves behind 
a parked vehicle. Whittington estimated that they were there for approximately five minutes 
when they observed a vehicle approach the residence. Whittington said that two individuals 
exited the car. One of the individuals jumped the location's JW. 156" Street, Compton) 
white picket fence and threw something in a football pass type fashion. 


Whittington then heard the sound of glass shattering. Deputy Neal drove towards the residence. 
Whittington believed the radio car's headlights were still blacked out. The suspect who was in 
the yard (Subject EMD. who Deputy Whittington believes did not initially see 
them, moved his right hand towards his waist area. 


He then pulled out an unknown object and pointed it towards the front of the house. At that time, 
Whittington heard what he believed was a gunshot. 
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After this, the subject started running backwards. As he turned around and started running, he 
believed the subject saw them. Deputy Neal told the subject, "Drop the gun! Drop the gun! Get 
your hands up!" Subject | jumped over the white picket fence. As he landed 
on the sidewalk, he had the gun in his right hand. Whittington said the subject turned his body to 
the right and pointed the gun in the direction of the radio car. The subject turned right to left and 
he was holding the gun at chest level. Whittington said that Subject [I richt 
hand, the hand holding the gun, was extended. The left hand was not extended. He believed the 
left hand was "flopping" to the side of the subject's body. Whittington believed that Neal did not 
exit the radio car at the time he fired. 


He said Neal was shooting with his right hand and that he was approximately 10 to 15 feet away from 
the subject. 


Whittington said that he also had drawn his weapon. He said that he did not fire his weapon 
because he did not feel he could have safely fire through the radio car's windshield. Whittington 
also said that Neal was in front of him and he did not want to put Neal in danger. 


Whittington said that the second individual (determined to be soc NN NN the 
individual who did not jump the picket fence, remained approximately 2 feet from the driver's door 
of the suspect vehicle. He believed this individual came from the driver's side of the vehicle. He 


described him as a male Black with thick hair and unknown clothing. He said this individual did 
not leave the street area during this incident. 


Whittington described the individual who was shot as a male Black, unknown style hair, wearing 
blue or black pants and a white shirt. He knew the subject had been shot in an arm; however, he 
did not know which arm had been shot. 


Whittington said that after the shooting, he exited the radio car. At that time both individuals, 
н: EE vere on the ground. Both individuals were detained. He 
(Deputy Whittington) detained the suspect who had the gun. 


Whittington said that after the subject was on the ground, he did not see where the gun was located. 
He said that Subject ИШЕ. lying on his back. Whittington said that while 
detaining the subject on the ground, the suspect said, "I'm hurt," or something similar to that effect. 


Whittington said he could not hear that well because of the commotion coming from the residents 
of . 156" Street. 


Whittington said they waited for assisting units to respond. The individuals were eventually 
handcuffed, but he did not know which units handcuffed them. Whittington estimated there were 
approximately 15 to 20 people inside of the residence located at EM West 156th Street. 
Whittington said he was concerned for the suspects' safety. Consequently he was focusing on both 
the house and the suspects. 


Whittington said that at different points in time, both deputies coordinated on the radio. He said 
that immediately following the shooting, Neal advised via Sheriff's radio that they had been 
involved in a shooting, that a suspect was down, and that they needed emergency personnel to 
respond to the location. In addition, he advised that they were detaining suspects at gunpoint.
